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community — plant trees.” 

Arbor Day celebrations have been taking place 
for 150 years. As pioneers moved westward, they were 
surprised to find how treeless and open the plains 
were. The landscape lacked windbreaks, and the winds 
removed precious soils. 

In the late 1800s, J. Sterling Morton, a newspaper 
editor in Nebraska City, enthusiastically advocated that 
the residents take responsibility for tree planting. The 
request caught on as civic organizations began planting 
trees. When Morton became secretary of the Nebraska 
Territory, he spread his message that trees were vital and 
necessary to the survival of the humankind. In January 
1872, Morton promoted a tree-planting holiday called 
Arbor Day. The rest is an ongoing story of tree planting 
now across the planet. 

The national organization, the Arbor Day 
Foundation, notes on its website Arborday.org that in the 
last 50 years, groups around the globe have been supplied 
with 500,000,000 trees in 50 countries. Now on the 150th 
anniversary of this secular holiday, their stated goal is 
to plant another 500,000,000 but in just five years, “... 
because the world can’t wait.” 

Arbor Day is a time to remember we share the 
planet with all living forms with trees being a very grand 
and essential part. Hering said, “Future generations will 
thank us for what we do today. Or to put it another way, 
the author Nelson Henderson wrote, ‘The true meaning of 
life is to plant trees, under whose shade you do not expect 
to sit.’””

For decades, I’ve kept her note safe and securely 
tucked under a velvet-covered jewelry case where I keep 
my best pieces. It waits there for my return just as she 
waited. 

About once a year, I'll take it out and read her 
words, “Dearest Daughter — Thank you so much for 
the lovely flowers and gifts and for spending the day at 
home. It meant much to me. Love always Mother.” I think 
she wanted the note to hold as much significance to me as 
that day had held for her because she referred to herself 
as “Mother,” a name her children never used — she was 
always simply “Ma.” 

Ma’s thank-you note would have been written 
in 1968 or 1969, placing me at about 17 or 18 years old.

There were boys of course, 
but not the type she wanted me around. Ma was right to 
be concerned for the most part. But I was very headstrong 
and immature.

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The early connection we had forged from her 
overwhelming need and maternal commitment to keep 
me breathing and my total, childlike devotion to her 
fused us together in spite of the arguments that would 
later scar us. Problems were never solved; they were just 
ignored until the next big thing came along. As we aged 
together, disagreements would become fewer, eventually 
evaporating into the ether of time. 

As for Ma, she’d had a tough upbringing. Her 
father had a stroke as a young man in his 40s, leaving his 
wife the sole provider for their children. My grandmother 
must have been exhausted most of the time. I image 
what it would have been like for her during those years 
when her husband was helplessly laid out in their front 
bedroom, demanding attention both implied and explicit. 

Ma told me stories of what her life was like 
before and after her father’s demise. He was a harsh, 
hardworking, French Canadian immigrant. He fished the 
local shores, eking out a very modest living. He could rain 
down terror on his children or go to New Bedford and 
bring home rock candy during Christmastime. 

After the stroke, my grandfather was totally 
undone. Paralyzed, he was unable to do much of anything 
for himself. Ma said she was about 12 years old when 
this happened. With her mother out working one of the 
many jobs she’d held until the day she too succumbed 
to a stroke, Ma became a caregiver. She once said to me, 
“Imagine being 12 years old and having to clean your 
father’s bedpan ... awful!” 

The stress and struggles of her early life never 
really left Ma. She’d recall how completely crazed her 
mother became with worry in the aftermath of the 1946 
gas explosion in Onset Center. Her youngest son couldn’t 
be found. That horrific event killed nine and injured 60. 
That missing son had witnessed the explosion but was 
safe. 

Ma could recall in detail how her mother would 
come home from work and immediately go to her room to 
remove her coreset. “She'd fling it around the bedpost,” 
Ma would chuckle. But then returning to her kitchen, my 
grandmother would cook for her hungry crew a simple 
but nourishing meal maybe of baked beans and brown

bread or a stew with seasonal vegetables. 

“My mother was a good cook,” Ma would say. In 
spite of her feeling culinary inadequacy, I remember some 
truly wonderful meals at Ma’s table. 

Ma had the capacity to love deeply. Her 
grandchildren brought her joy. She’d lavish love on them. 
She’d watch them with care and a type of early childhood 
psychology her own children never experienced. 

Insight came to her late in life, and she mourned 
all she had poorly or not at all done for her children. 

I would tell her in those later years when she would 
feel sad over something she now believed she could 
have done better, “Ma, your children are adults. We 
are responsible for our own happiness and our own 
decisions.” Those talks never really eased her troubled 
mind. 
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In the winter season of 1968-69, I was still living 
at home but either working, going to school or spending 
time with my boyfriend. I stayed away from home as 
much as possible. 

As that particular Mother’s Day approached, my 
boyfriend’s mother, in whom I had confided some truths 
about my relationship with my mother, encouraged me 
to cut Ma some slack. “She is your mother after all.” It 
was she who told me I should spend that Mother’s Day at 
home with my own mother. I have never regretted taking 
that advice. 

As the years went by, from that point forward

Affordable Housing Petition Hits Legal Snag 
Rochester Select Board 
By Michael J. DeCicco 

The Rochester Select Board met on Monday night, 
approved the final draft of the warrant for the May 23 
Annual Town Meeting and reviewed what might become 
its most problematic article. 

A citizen’s petition article would authorize the 
town to enter into a 99-year lease agreement with a non- 
profit 501(c)(3) organization to build affordable housing 
on four acres on the south side of Perry’s Lane. The lease 
price tag would be for $1, and the units would be limited 
to Rochester seniors and veterans. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey told the board he has 
several problems with the petition but cannot suggest 
changes prior to Town Meeting. A petition article must 
be published in a warrant as is because the citizens 
who signed the document were signing onto its exact 
language. 

Bailey said a particular non-profit is behind the 
petition but added that this agreement would have to be 
open to any 501(c)(3), and the town may not be able to 
restrict the project to town residents. 

His biggest problem with the measure, he said, 
is that a town cannot enter a 99-year lease. For that,

Straus Sweetens Waterman’s Sendoff 
Marion Select Board 
By Mick Colageo 

Representative William Straus kept a 6:15 pm 
appointment with the Marion Select Board on Tuesday 
night at the Music Hall, offering encouraging overtures 
of more financial support from the state, but at the same 
time cautioning against being overly optimistic. 

The Mattapoisett resident’s advocacy of Marion’s 
infrastructural upgrades, particularly the recently 
completed lagoon cleanup, has been impactful for a small 
town facing enormous expense in the present and future. 

On Tuesday, Straus reported that the House has 
approved a $25,000 grant to go toward utility connections 
at the Cushing Community Center. The bill would next 
go over to the Senate. “Typically, it’s unlikely the Senate 
follows exactly what we do,” he said. Straus anticipates 
that Senate action would be presented in late June to 
Governor Baker, who in turn would sign off in the weeks 
and months following. 

In summarizing the state government’s activities 
where it concerns Marion’s lagoon project, Straus said 
$2,000,000 in funding was based on a 2018 bond bill. 
Marion received a $250,000 payment. 

The state Department of Environmental 
Protection, he said, was in touch last week about 
advancing another $250,000. If the trend continues, he 
said, in a couple years, the project will have received half 
of the earmarked $2,000,000. 

Straus also was able to procure $50,000 to go 
toward the Creek Road pumping station project.

“The money really matters,” said John Waterman 
in his final meeting as a member of the Select Board. 

Straus said the Marion Select Board is “always a 
good board to work with.” 

The board wasted little time before voting to 
approve the Request for Determination of Eligibility for 
0 and 78 Wareham Road, paving the way for a simple 
majority vote on developer Matt Zuker’s proposal to 
change his Route 6 property to Residence Zone E (multi- 
family. ) 

Zuker’s “The Cottages” townhouse-style, market- 
rate housing complex is strongly favored by the Planning 
Board and Select Board as a smart-growth opportunity for 
Marion. 

The same zoning proposal, then requiring a super 
majority (two-thirds) ended in a split at Town Meeting 
last fall and was defeated. 

Based on a state amendment, the town will ask 
voters at the May 9 Town Meeting for a simple majority 
vote to approve the zoning change, after which Zuker’s 
project will go through a full vetting process. 

Waterman said that the usage of the law is 
project-specific, and while the Select Board members 
“have the back of the Planning Board ... this will be case 
by case,” he said. 

Suspecting that Lockheed Martin will put its 
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Oil Heat & Air Conditioning 
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property up for sale in the coming days, McGrail has 
worked several months with the Affordable Housing 
Trust and consultant Judy Barrett on a Development Plan 
that the Planning Board reviewed on Monday night and 
the Select Board on Tuesday. 

Both boards authorized McGrail to send the 
conceptual plan to Lockheed Martin on Wednesday in 
hopes that it will facilitate a sale to a party that could 
partner with the town on a key development for Marion’s 
long-term future. 

Paul Naiman updated the Select Board on 
the Cushing Community Center food pantry that was 
approved to open in December. Naiman reported that the 
pantry has assisted 501 people, not only seniors but on 
a wide-ranging demographic. “The residents have been 
incredibly supportive of our effort,” he said. 

Among the 501 people, 282 households were 
represented with Tuesdays the most popular day of the 
week, especially between 4:00 and 6:00 pm, accounting for 
50 percent of the visits. Thursdays and Saturdays (10:00 
am to 2:00 pm) are equally divided. 

The demographics were broken down to 55 
percent seniors, approximately one-third ages 18-64 and 
12 percent under age 17. 

Citing a bevy of volunteers, Naiman also noted 
that the pantry has received $6,000 in cash donations that 
he would like to see used to expand the pantry’s offerings 
beyond the steady stream of items that come from Boston 
Food Bank through the local YMCA. The pantry, he said, 
has been offered a refrigeration unit. 

Naiman thanked Tabor Academy for its donation 
of 100 hams at Easter. 

He would also like to talk to Rochester and 
Mattapoisett representatives about partnering with them 
and opening up Marion’s food pantry to those towns. 
That is a matter that Naiman said will eventually come 
back before the Select Board. 

As outreach and publicity increases, Naiman said, 
the pantry will be able to do more. 

Parker pointed out in part for Straus’ benefit that 
the pantry is based at the Community Center, the subject 
of the $25,000 grant announced early in the meeting.

Town Taking Longer Look at Capital Projects 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
By Marilou Newell 


During the April 28 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee, Town Administrator Mike Lorenco 
shared that one of his many objectives is to provide 
fiscal planning for large improvement projects facing the 
community in the now and into the coming years. 

Lorenco’s comments came as Capital Planning 
Chairman Chuck McCullough reviewed with the Fincom 
members the recommended expenditures for FY23, 
expenditures listed in warrant Article 11 of the May 9 
Spring Town Meeting warrant. 

As McCullough pointed to the importance of 
funding highway-improvement projects, Lorenco said, “A 
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lot of things were delayed because of Covid. It behooves 
us to take a break and see where we are going.” 

Lorenco then called attention to the number of 
multimillion-dollar projects facing the town, everything 
from culvert and roadway repairs to wharf repairs, from 
the completion of the bike path to the need to relocate 
Town Hall. Lorenco said that in order to pay for the 
myriad of big-ticket projects, fiscal planning is critical to 
try to avoid a Proposition 2.5 override. “We are going to 
have to borrow,” he said. Even with some debt rolling off 
the books by 2026, Lorenco said that 2026 is also when the 
borrowing to pay for the new Fire Station rolls on with a 
$600,000 payment due. 

Another expense Lorenco discussed was repairs 
and improvements to the town’s Highway Department 
building on Mendell Road. “That project now is estimated 
at $1.2 million,” he said. “I want to balance it all out and 
look at all the projects.” Lorenco said the town is facing 
as much as $55,000,000 in major projects in the next few 
years and that he wants a plan to try to avoid an impact 
on the taxpayers. 

Capital expenses in Article 11 are: road 
improvements $250,000, mechanical systems in municipal 
buildings $96,651, telephone systems $40,000, police 
tasers $50,000, Center School infrastructure master clock 
$12,500, library outside lighting $25,000, library security 
cameras $10,000, flooring repairs Old Hammondtown 
School $25,000, Police Department motorcycle $25,000 
and Police Department cruiser $50,000. Water and Sewer 
Enterprise Fund capital expenses include improvements 
to freshwater wells at $30,000 and $50,000 ($25,000 from 
each fund) for new building-design costs and $70,000 
($35,000 each fund) for a new truck. 

McCullough also discussed the Community 
Preservation Act grants. He stated that although a grant 
in the amount of $120,000 is earmarked for continued 
design work for the bike path phases 2a and 2b. “We’ve 
contributed enough.” He said that the need for spending 
in the category of housing had not been done at all with 
the exception of a small grant ($12,000) given some years 
ago for a study of the town’s affordable housing needs. 
He said he asked the former town administrator for the 
report, but that was not forthcoming. He said that the CPA 
housing category currently holds $256,000. 

Earlier in the meeting, Town Counsel Matt 
Thomas met with the committee to explain two new 
P.I.L.O.T. (payment in lieu of taxes) programs, one for 
Bowman Road Next Grid Solar Article 19 and another 
for Brownell Boat Yard Article 20. Thomas explained 
that Mattapoisett’s new Home Rule petition, which went 
into effect in July, allows the town to negotiate a 20-year 
payment plan with commercial energy-producing entities 
giving, both them and the town a dependable payment 
schedule. The FY23 schedule shows a P.I.L.O.T. combined 
total for these two sites of $270,726 for Year 1 of the plan. 

The full Spring Town Meeting warrant may 
be viewed along with supporting narratives and 
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spreadsheets at Mattapoisett.net. 

The work of the Finance Committee is now 
concluded for the FY23 budget. The Spring Town meeting 
is scheduled for Monday, May 9, at 6:30 pm in the Old 
Rochester Regional High School Auditorium. 


Simple Majority Gets Board Support 
Marion Planning Board

Monday night's final public meeting for 
Chairman Will Saltonstall and member Joe Rocha as 
members of the Marion Planning Board was a marathon 
lasting nearly three hours and addressed a key vote to be 
taken at the May 9 Town Meeting. 

The discussion on a Request for Determination of 
Eligibility pursuant to House Bill 40, Section 5, for 0 and 
78 Wareham Road would end in a 5-1 vote recommending 
that a simple majority vote would be needed to approve 
the zoning change that developer Matt Zuker seeks so he 
can build his “The Cottages” townhouse-style residential 
development near the Weweantic River. 

Board member Norm Hills sent the members a 
summary on the background, law and discussion on the 
measure that allows town officials to vote for a simple 
majority. 

Hills cited the density planned by Zuker, the 
resultant open space and the maintenance of the riverfront 
as one piece of property that “won’t be chopped up into 
little pieces.” Acknowledging no bus or train service, he 
pointed out Route 6 improvements such as the bike path 
and pedestrian destinations within three-qaurters of a 
mile in both directions. 

“In my opinion, this checks off enough things that 
we should be able to approve this as a simple majority 
vote,” he said. 

Planning Board member Eileen Marum echoed 
the sentiment and at the suggestion of Town Planner 
Doug Guey-Lee, read into the record her statement of 
the eligibility of the location and its suitability for a 
residential multi-family district. 

While Rocha and Planning Board member Jon 
Henry also approved the project for a simple majority 
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vote, member Alanna Nelson did not. 

Nelson said she approved of Zuker’s project but 
citing what she interprets as an unintended fit vis-a-vis 
the state’s intentions to use the tool for population growth 
around public transit, was the lone dissenting vote. 
Nelson articulated concern that future projects would 
target the tool to sidestep the super majority regularly 
required for a zoning change. 

Chris Collings, a River Road resident and 
neighbor to Zuker’s project, recused himself the vote. 

During public comment, Tucker Burr, who is 
running for Planning Board in the May 13 Town Election, 
voiced his objection to the measure, as did John Rockwell. 

Rockwell, the chairman of the Open Space 
Acquisition Commission, stated that zoning changes 
should be difficult. He quoted television host Geraldo 
Rivera to say, “Marion is great, there’s nothing here.” 
Rockwell also pointed to last year’s failure of the zoning 
change on Town Meeting floor. “Where’s the respect for 
Town Meeting?” he asked. 

Guey-Lee said the project's eligibility is a tool 
for the Planning Board and not a hidden loophole. “It’s 
out there in the open, it’s state law,” he said. “Even with 
the eligibility tag, it could still be voted down at Town 
Meeting, by a simple majority.” 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail appeared 
at the meeting seeking a non-binding endorsement of 
a Preferred Development Plan for 7 Barnabas Road 
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currently owned by Lockheed-Martin. 

McGrail said Lockheed-Martin is planning to put 
property on the market in the next few weeks. Having 
worked with the Affordable Housing Trust, using a 
Community Preservation Act grant to contract consultants 
to make recommendations, the intention is to send the 
plan to Lockheed-Martin as a marketing tool with the 
support of the Planning and Select boards. 

Peter Flinker of Dodson & Flinker, Inc. made 
a presentation on the subject, displaying a “cottage 
community” in the undeveloped part of the site with 
a central clubhouse. There would be open spaces with 
parking off to the side. Flinker compared the design to the 
Red Mill Village in Norton. 

The town, clarified McGrail, will never own the 
property, but if it can work in partnership with developers 
to realize the kind of growth that officials believe Marion 
needs, then it’s a worthwhile endeavor. 

Collings asked about the adjacent Cushing 
Community Center as part of the campus rebuilt to meet 
the needs and modernized. McGrail said that idea is 
“on the table. ... That Community Center is going to be a 
linchpin of that entire area.” 

“My qualifier is what is the appropriate scale for 
the project. I want to see Marion maintain some industrial 
(space) for when they need it in 20 years. We don’t want 
to force this development on the town, but we want to 
advance it in a thoughtful way,” said Saltonstall, who was 
part of the taskforce with McGrail. 

Henry chimed in slowly, “Build a casino.” 

During public comment, local developer Sherman 
Briggs suggested the board ought to think about building 
to the contours of the property and “build so they really 
fit into the land,” he said. “You've got to be creative with 
your stormwater or you're going to clear every tree. ... 
That land has got a lot of contours to the area.” 

In a continued public hearing, a proposed zoning 
change to Section 230-8.2 Water Protection District, 
Zoning Map updates, was approved by the board. 

During public comment, Briggs said he would 
like to see documentation on the testing of water at the 
town’s old landfill. Citing a stream that abuts the old 
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dump, Briggs asserted that the board’s priorities are in the 
wrong place. 

A presubmission conference with applicant 
Varut Phimolmas, who owns Cilantro Thai Restaurant, 
ended with a plan to continue gaining information on 
the premise that the applicant’s dealings with the Zoning 
Board of Appeals will yield more guidance for the 
Planning Board. 

Phimolmas plans to change usage of the building 
at 290 Front Street from retail sporting goods to a new 
location for his restaurant. Sitting in a residentially 
zoned district, sporting goods is considered an existing 
nonconforming use, and Phimolmas already applied to 
the ZBA. The ZBA next hears the case on May 26. 

Saltonstall advised Phimolmas to “really dig 
into the flood-zone issue” because the base value of the 
building is very low. Saltonstall said the critical issue is 
elevation relative to the flood zone and that the building 
may not be compliant. 

Board members publicly thanked Saltonstall and 
Rocha for their many hours of service to the board.

Cell-Tower Proposal Faced with Petition 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Michael J. DeCicco 

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals’ decision 
regarding granting a special permit for a 190-foot, 
monopole-style telecommunications tower facility on 
High Street will have to wait a little while longer. 

Industrial Tower and Wireless LLC seeks a special 
permit to reduce the required setback distance of 200 feet 
from other property lines by 50 percent or to 100 feet. The 
project’s representatives have argued in the hearing that 
the tower would sit on land owned by A.D. Makepeace, 
and the closest adjacent property would be 521 feet away. 

Attorney Donald Nagle, who represents 19 of the 
proposed tower’s neighbors and has given the Zoning 
Board of Appeals a petition signed by 54 neighbors 
voicing their opposition, has argued the tower would 
constitute an industrial use of a residential neighborhood 
and that the petitioner’s setback request doesn’t comply 
with town bylaws. 

The zoning panel on April 28 reopened its hearing 
into the permit request in order to review more public- 
comment correspondence on the issue, and it ended with 
a vote to continue the decision until Wednesday, May 4, at 
7:30 pm. 

The board decided that for the May 4 meeting 
two draft decisions will be submitted by Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey for the panel to choose from, one based on 
a yes-vote decision and the other based on a no-vote 
determination. 

Bailey said he has a draft decision ready. The 
board said they prefer having draft decision(s) in front

Septic Repair Comes with Cost 
Marion Conservation Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

A vote of approval by the Marion Conservation 
Commission on April 27 was a hollow victory for 
Omegon Nominee Trust in a Negative Determination of 
Applicability to upgrade two, existing, failed cesspools to 
Title 5 compliance with the installation of a 1,500-gallon 
concrete septic tank and chamber leaching area at 28 
Landing Road. 

Commissioner Jeff Doubrava questioned the 
necessity of the denitrification system since there is no 
change in ownership. 

Referring to the Board of Health septic bylaw, 
project representative Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone, Inc. told Doubrava that while he 
agreed with the way Doubrava read the bylaw, he has 
since been denied such a variance in the vetting of an 
unrelated septic upgrade. 

“They won’t grant you a waiver, even if it’s 
for a repair,” said Davignon, in whose estimation the 
denitrification system will require an additional $7,000 
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plus maintenance costs. 

The three-bedroom house is, according to 
Davignon, an older home with an older septic system 
that has experienced a hydraulic failure. “The owner is 
looking to get this taken care of as soon as possible,” he 
said. 

Commissioners visited the site on April 23. 

Proposed is a Title 5 system with a 1,500-gallon 
tank, a fast system, a denitrification system and a new 
leaching field. Davignon said the project will require 
repouring the base of the patio. 

“We've done the best we can. If we do test pits 
further up the hill, we’re going to get the same result,” 
said Davignon, noting the cost of the project. 

Mathew Shultz was voted an Order of Conditions 
for his Notice of Intent to install a 38x16-foot swimming 
pool, patio area, associated fence and landscaped areas 
as well as an addition/ expansion on the deck with a new 
landing at 459 Point Road. 

A site visit was held on April 23, noting that the 
work is in the buffer zone but will not be any closer than 
50 feet from the resource areas. 

Representative Chris Merrill of Merrill Engineers 
summarized the work planned around the single-family 
house presently on the lot. He said a silt sock will be 
installed to protect the resource areas until the work is 
finished. He also pointed out on his site plan the various 
wetland markers and a cedar fence that will surround the 
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project.

Decades-Old Covenant Released 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Monday night's brief Mattapoisett Planning Board 
meeting found the members looking at a 1987 subdivision 
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roadway covenant for a project that never took place. 

Outgoing member Janice Robbins said that while 
combing through files in the Planning Board office, she 
happened upon an unreleased roadway covenant for 
Brookside Estates, a subdivision that would later be 
absorbed into another project along Appaloosa Lane off 
River Road. Robbins said that a subsequent subdivision 
was filed with a different road covenant and that the 
earlier encumbrance should have been released when 
the newer filings were made. She asked Planning Board 
Chairman Tom Tucker to call for a vote to release the 
1987 covenant. When the vote was taken, all were in 
agreement. 

Waivers for the Park Lane two-lot subdivision as 
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represented by David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon 
and Leone, Inc., were granted and the public hearing 
closed. Those waivers included that the subdivision 
standards be waived for sidewalks, length of dead-end 
streets and that a hammerhead design of dead-end street 
be permitted. Davignon also pointed out that peer-review 
consultant Ken Motta of Field Engineering reviewed 

the plans positively, as had the Highway and Fire 
departments. Robbins said she would write the decision 
in the next few days. 

Dandy Realty Trust’s Nicky Lane roadway for 
a subdivision was closed to future public comment, as 
Robbins noted the numerous continuances the project has 
requested and received. While the board voted to grant 
a continuance to June 6 and an extension to June 30, the 
motion also included that this would be the final such 
action taken by the board. 

As the night’s business wrapped up, Robbins, 
who has declined to run for reelection to the board, said 
of her time as a member, “It’s been a good experience, but 
the last year has been very stressful.” She has publicly 
stated that a lack of clerical support and lack of an 
experienced town planner has pushed the board to take 
on unplanned responsibilities with much work pending. 

Tucker said, “You’ve contributed so much to this 
board.” Member Karen Field thanked Robbins for her 
expertise and thorough, detailed work. Member Arlene 
Fidalgo said, “You are much appreciated.”

New Members See Solar Go Underground 
Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Michael J. DeCicco 

The Rochester Conservation Commission 
approved an underground connection to solar power on 
Old Middleboro Road and gained two new members on 
Tuesday night. 

Middleboro Road solar-farm developer Solar 
MA Project Management, LLC’s original plan was to 
install utility poles down the length of Old Middleboro 
Road to a homeowner there. Tuesday night, company 
representatives proposed being allowed to bury the utility 
connections underground instead. 

“We decided the best path forward was changing 
from above-ground to below, using PVC pipe and pumps 
for the water we will encounter,” consultant Austin 
Turner said. 

Turner said this is a better alternative than the 
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homeowner being cut off from access to the street by 
falling utility poles in a storm and having to cut down 
trees in the area. 

The Conservation Commission approved this 
plan after receiving assurances the work will be under the 
road surface and will not disturb the existing culverts. 

The roadwork proposal was acceptable, 
Conservation Commission Chairman Chris Gerrior 
explained later, because Old Middleboro Road is already 
an unpaved dirt road. 

The board’s most impactful action Tuesday, 
however, came before this vote. As the meeting began, 
Mike Gifford was appointed as a new full member. 
Gifford has been a resident for 65 years, he said, and is 
the third of his generation to reside in the town. He is 
retired after working 42 years in the defense industry, for 
Sippican, Inc. and Lockheed Martin. 

Bill Clapp was appointed as a new associate 
member. Clapp said he has been a resident most of 
his life. He is retired from a career in the finance and 
accounting field. 

Ironically, associate member Clapp was able to 
sit at the board’s table on Tuesday, but new full member 
Gifford was not allowed to do so because he has not yet 
been sworn in. 

In other action, the commission approved the 
compliance certificate for work to remove a trailer 
and block storage at 68 Bowens Lane that had been 
built within the 25-foot, no-disturb zone adjacent to an 
intermittent stream and to restore 2,735 square feet of that 
land. 

The commission had tabled a decision on this 
project at its last meeting in order to verify the work had 
been done. Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly said that 
after visiting the site, she has seen the work has been 
done. “The trailer and storage are long gone,” she said. 
“The area is marked by boulders and hydroseed.” 

The commission also approved scheduling a site 
visit to the MBTA facility at Routes 58 and 28 on Friday, 
May 6, at 9:00 am. 

The commission’s next meeting will be 
held on Tuesday, May 17, at 7:00 pm at Old Colony 
Regional Vocational-Technical High School, 476 North 
Avenue. 


Agent Replacement Requires Strategy 
Marion Board of Health

A technical glitch that prematurely knocked the 
April 21 remote-access, public meeting of the Marion 
Board of Health offline was resolved with a special 
meeting called for April 27. 

In that subsequent meeting, the board officially 
closed unfinished business from April 21 and further 
developed its discussion on a strategy to replace Health 
Agent Ana Wimmer, who recently resigned. 
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“All of us agree that it’s more than a 19-hour 
position,” said Board of Health member Dr. Ed Hoffer. 

Chairperson Dot Brown proposed hiring a part- 
time agent for all but septic-related work and contracting 
a consultant to do the septic work, suggesting that the 
applicant would pay for the consultant to look at the 
application. The part-time health agent would still need 
to help with the paperwork. 

The premise is that going forward, the health- 
agent position would hold the potential to grow into a 
full-time job. 

Brown said that Public Health Director / 

Nurse Lori Desmarais did “a beautiful job establishing 

a checklist” for such an arrangement, but Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail said the financial mechanism 
to execute it would require more information. 

In questioning whether the town can legally set 
up a 53G account for this purpose (as is commonly done 
for the sake of hiring peer-review consultants to advise 
town boards and commissions that adjudicate cases at 
the applicants’ expense,) McGrail noted that the money 
would go to general fund. The Board of Health, he said, 
has a revolving fund with a $70,000 cap earmarked for 
vaccine. 

Should the town opt to establish another 
revolving fund, it would require a vote at Town Meeting 
for approval. 

Meantime, the Board of Health would have to get 
a proposal from a consultant to verify the adequacy of a 
proposed fee. 

“George (Heufelder of the Barnstable County 
Environmental Health Division) has been reviewing 
Marion’s septic plans,” said Brown. “He is potentially the 
person who could do it, too.” 

Hoffer anticipates citizen pushback on the 
proposal, while Brown wondered aloud if the application 
fee could be applied toward an associated consultant's 
fee. 

McGrail suggested advertising for the health- 
agent job, taking stock of the candidates and then based 
on that, determine a long-term strategy to shape the role. 

“We can maybe work on this too. Who does the 
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reporting to whom?” asked Board of Health member Dr. 
John Howard, alluding protocols and procedures. “It’s a 
good time to deal with those two issues.” 

Howard said that for many years Marion had a 
part-time health agent and that “things did go well.” 

Hoffer disagreed, pointing to the situation at 464 
Front that “stewed and festered” because it was put to the 
back burner and “not handled properly by our previous 
part-time person.” 

Howard said he does not want to look back at 
what went wrong but to the future. 

“T think there’s definitely a case for more than 
19 hours. Things change, positions change and needs 
change,” said McGrail. 

Brown said Marion has not digitally recorded 
septic information to this point. “It’s an expense that’s 
there because we haven’t taken the time to do things in a 
better way and have that information available,” she said, 
noting that the town does not have a map of all the septic 
systems. 

Going forward, said Brown, Marion should be 
recording all work. I/A (denitrification) systems are 
followed up by Barnstable County, “but we have to make 
sure we give them all our information. ... There’s still a lot 
of records there that are not updated,” she said. 

“These are reasons why we need additional 
hours,” said McGrail who said he would post the same 
part-time job by April 29. 

McGrail and one board member would screen 
candidates, after which interviews would be conducted. 

Desmarais said that (former health agent) Dave 
Flaherty is currently assisting the town but does not have 
time for food inspections. 

In other business, the board revoted and 
reaffirmed its denial of a variance at 6 Derby Lane, where 
applicants James and Cathy Tripp were looking to avoid 
the purchase of denitrification septic system contrary 
to Marion’s regulation as it applies to any new septic 
construction in town. The member then voted to close that 
public hearing. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Thursday, May 5, at 4:00 pm.

To the Editor; 

The Mattapoisett Public Schools serve 439 of our 
town’s children each day-— children with a wide range 
of strengths, needs and hopes. They are vibrant and 
empirically successful hubs of our community, far from 
the “money pits” on a “feeding frenzy” portrayed by the 
Finance Committee during the budget process. 

The School Committee’s budget poses a modest 
1.7% increase while inflation has risen to roughly 7%, 
which is a testament to the School Committee’s work 
to responsibly allocate taxpayer funds. Investing in our 
schools is a Mattapoisett tradition that has long paid 
dividends to all taxpayers in the form of high property 
values; people perceive our town as a desirable place to 
live in part because of the success of our schools. 

After certifying nearly two million dollars in free 
cash last fall and setting our property tax rate comfortably 
below our levy limit for consecutive years, it’s clear that 
Mattapoisett can continue fiscally responsible leadership 
without making cuts to schools. 

The concern about the cost of maintaining two 
elementary schools is a prudent one, and that debate 
belongs outside of the budget process. None of our 
current educators or children had any say in a long- 
ago decision to support two campuses, but they would 
certainly be the ones bearing the impact of cuts.

Yes, it costs a bit more at 
first, but the savings to taxpayers long-term far exceed 
the initial higher cost. Think solar panels on roofs, heat 
pumps for heating and cooling, efficient insulation and 
smart temperature controls. Massachusetts provides 
grants to municipalities for these sorts of energy-saving 
measures. 

-- New housing developments: At least four major 
new housing developments are in the planning stages. 
All of these could and should be built to net-zero energy 
standards. Our membership in the Green Communities 
Program already requires adherence to the “stretch” 
building code, but residents could encourage solar panels 
on every suitable roof, heat pumps for heating and 
cooling, high-quality insulation and underground utilities 
to reduce power outages.

Select Board. Four Budget Sub-Committee meetings were 
held in accordance with open meeting laws leading to 
the Public Budget Hearing that was held on April 4. The 
School Department met with the Finance Committee 
and Select Board to discuss the proposed budget, hear 
feedback, and answer questions. Throughout the process, 
documentation was shared including a line-item budget, 
class-size data, etc. These efforts are made to collaborate 
and ensure the process is comprehensive and transparent 
not only to town officials but the community at large. 

The Mattapoisett School Committee wishes 
to address certain topics discussed at recent Finance 
Committee meetings. First, no school administrator’s 
salary increase has been determined for FY23, and no 
school administrator received more than a 3% salary 
increase in FY22. Second, the building administration will 
remain a two-person team with one school administrator 
overseeing the day-to-day operations at Center and Old 
Hammondtown schools. Lastly, the current number 
of school-choice students enrolled in Mattapoisett 
Elementary Schools does not impact the number of 
teachers needed, nor does it influence current staffing 
needs at Center or Old Hammondtown but does generate 
additional revenue per state reimbursement rates. 

We urge Mattapoisett voters to prevent staffing 
cuts and reduction of programming by supporting the 
school budget at the May 9 Town Meeting at 6:30 p.m. at

ORR Science Students 

On May 9, forty of Lynn Connor’s ORR Marine 
Biology and Advanced Placement Environmental 
Science students will travel to The Brandt Point Shellfish 
Hatchery on Nantucket. The purpose of the visit is a 
tour and to study the Hatchery’s process of spawning to 
erow-out, how shellfish affect water quality and methods 
of farming oysters. There will be Marine Biologists and 
specialists who will explain the importance of restoration 
and methodology of recording species for density and 
biodiversity.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

I’m sure as you look at the picture that 
accompanies this article, you’re thinking, “Ok, what is 
that?” It looks somewhat like a cross between stilts for 
a one-legged man and the world’s biggest chopstick. 
Actually, this is a tool which is in the current exhibit 
at our museum at 355 County Rd. These calipers were 
commonly used in Rochester in the days of the many 
active sawmills. 

If you look at the caliper, you see that it’s 
comprised of a long, straight arm with two shorter ones 
that are perpendicular to it, and a closer look shows 
numbers and lines. The inner perpendicular arm has the 
numbers 8, 10, 12, 14 spaced along it. The longer piece has 
many numbers and lines on it much like a yardstick. The 
two perpendicular arms slide up and back on this longer 
piece. 

In one of the Rochester journals, Florence Snell 
Taylor, remembering her childhood, talked about her 
father, Herbert Snell. He made a living as a conductor on 
the trolley line, but also cut hair, was a carpenter, built 
houses and made calipers. His daughter, aged 7 or 8, 
helped by painting the numbers on the calipers before her 
father shellacked them. 

Rick Hall remembers finding one of these at a 
yard sale. It was homemade with scratched in numbers. 
Unsure what it was, but intrigued by it, he paid $2.00. 
Later, he passed it on to George Church who explained its 
use and who had always wanted to own one. The calipers 
were used out in the woods by sawmill companies. Acting 
much like a slide rule, they measured the amount of board 
feet in a tree. 

I found the calipers that are in our exhibit 
hanging on the wall in the front foyer of the museum. I 
put them out with the other tools, hoping someone would 
tell me what they were and their purpose and someone 
(Rick Hall) did. Once again, it was brought to home to 
me how our Rochester history doesn’t reside just in the
